Analysts say a 
victory for Modi’s party 
would signal approval of its 
attempts to push its brand 
of Hindu right-wing politics. 
The Bihar elections are

sengers might still want to 
print boarding passes at 
home in case of long lines 
at airport ticket counters. 
On Sunday, Southwest suf¬ 
fered intermittent techni¬ 
cal issues on its website, 
mobile app and in its 
phone centers and airport 
check-in systems.The air¬ 
line said that about 800 of 
its 3,355 scheduled flights 
were delayed at least 15 
minutes Sunday. 

Passengers reported long 
lines at several airports in¬ 
cluding major hubs like 
Los Angeles Internation¬ 
al, where airport workers 
handed out water and 
provided shade canopies 
to travelers stuck in lines 
outside the terminal. 

On Monday morning, Balti- 
more-Washington Interna¬

Engine fire leads to evacuation of Allegiant flight in Vegas

LAS VEGAS (AP) — A Cal¬ 
ifornia-bound Allegiant 
flight was evacuated in 
Las Vegas after an engine 
caught fire on the tarmac, 
the second plane fire at the 
airport in as many months 
and the latest in a string of 
issues for the low-fare car¬ 
rier. 

Allegiant Air flight 516 was 
preparing to take off for 
Fresno at McCarran Inter¬ 
national Airport Sunday af¬ 
ternoon when a fire was re¬ 
ported in the right engine. 
None of the 160 passen¬ 
gers and six crew members 
was injured. All were bused 
back to the terminal and 
passengers were put on a 
different plane that later 
departed Las Vegas. 

The airline said the pilot 
aborted takeoff and re¬ 


ported the fire as the plane 
was rolling down the run¬ 
way after indications of 
a mechanical issue. The 
plane taxied to a remote 
area and was met by fire¬ 
fighters. 

Christine Crews, a McCar¬ 
ran spokeswoman, said 11 
firefighters from the Clark 
County Fire Department 
put out the fire within 30 
seconds of the response. 
Emergency slides were 
deployed but passengers 
used the stairs at the back 
of the plane to avoid the 
risk of the slides, such as 
burns and bruises. 

“The fire was out," Crews 
said. 

“There wasn't imminent 
threat of harm.” 

The incident did not disrupt 
the airport’s operations 
and all runways stayed 
open and functional. 


The airline said it is con¬ 
ducting an investigation 
into the cause of the fire. 
The National Transportation 
Safety Board said it is gath¬ 
ering information but has 
not launched an investiga¬ 
tion. 


The McDonnell Douglas 
MD-80 plane registered to 
the carrier was built in 1991 
and was most recently cer¬ 
tified in March 2011. The 
engine was made by Pratt 
& Whitney, according to 
the FAA.

Trio accused of

3. They also are accused of 
gunning down fanfra yoga 
feacher Sfeve Carter, 67, 
whose body was found 
Oct. 5 on a popular hik¬ 
ing trail in Marin County, 20 
miles (32 kilometers) north 
of the city. 

The three suspects were 
arrested last week at a 
soup kitchen in Portland, 
Oregon. They were travel¬ 
ing under guard from Port¬ 
land and are expected to 
be booked in jail Monday, 
Marin County sheriff's Lt. 
Doug Pittman said. 

They could make their 
first court appearance 
Tuesday, Pittman said. It's 
unclear if they have at¬ 
torneys who could speak 
on their behalf.

Court papers said the 
Quaids damaged or de¬ 
stroyed furniture, a fire¬ 
place and a mirror in 
the guesthouse. They're 
charged with occupy¬ 
ing the property illegally 
and failure to appear for 
court dates. Evi Quaid also 
is charged with imped¬ 
ing Santa Barbara sheriff’s 
deputies. 


The Quaids had separate 
court appearances Mon¬ 
day — she in Burlington, 
near the state women's 
prison where she is be¬ 
ing held, and he 28 miles 
north in St. Albans, near the 
men's prison where he is 
locked up. 

In St. Albans, the “Indepen¬ 
dence Day” actor argued 
unsuccessfully for lower 
bail, saying his legal woes 
were the fault of a bail 
bondsman who failed to 
notify him of a scheduled 
court appearance. 

“We heard about it through 
the Internet that we had 
missed this court appear¬ 
ance that we didn’t know 
anything about,” Quaid 
told Judge Alison Arms of 
the criminal division of the 
Franklin Superior Court. 

The judge repeatedly said 
that $500,000 was unusu¬ 
ally high bail for property 
crimes, but added she was 
not persuaded to lower it. 
She interrupted Quaid's 
statement and asked his 
lawyer, Peter Langrock, 
“Do you have any support 
for this?” 

Langrock said he had a 
document from a Califor¬ 
nia state agency that reg¬ 
ulates bail bondsmen, but 
the judge was not satisfied. 
“The court has nothing that 


validates anything that he 
(Quaid) is saying,” Arms 
said. “What the court has 
right now is a $500,000 war¬ 
rant from a judge in Cali¬ 
fornia." 

Franklin County State’s At¬ 
torney Jim Hughes asked 
for a three-day continu¬ 
ance of the case, saying 
that because California’s 
courts were closed for the 
Columbus Day holiday, he 
had been unable to ob¬ 
tain some needed paper¬ 


work. He asked that in the 
meantime, the Vermont 
court defer to the bail set 
in California. 

Langrock said it's likely the 
charges in California will be 
dropped, and that he be¬ 
lieves the case has been 
blown out of proportion. 

“If we’re talking about 
$500,000 bail for breaking 
a mirror, that’s an unusual 
situation. And I don’t be¬ 
lieve it would be happen¬ 
ing if it weren’t for the fact 


that he is a, quote, celeb¬ 
rity," he said. 

The Quaids also were 
charged in 2009 with de¬ 
frauding an innkeeper of 
more than $10,000 after 
an invalid credit card was 
used at San Ysidro Ranch in 
Montecito, California.

Russian jets intensified their 
airstrikes Monday in cen¬ 
tral Syria as government 
forces battled insurgents 
in a strategic area near a 
rebel-held province and a 
government stronghold.

AP: EU criticizes 
Russia’s military

LUXEMBOURG (AP) — Eu¬ 
ropean Union nations on 
Monday criticized Rus¬ 
sia’s military intervention 
in Syria, with the bloc's top 
diplomat calling it a wor¬ 
rying “game changer." 
But EU countries main¬ 
tained Moscow’s efforts 
wouldn’t keep President 
Bashar Assad in power. 

EU foreign ministers warned 
Moscow to center its mili¬ 
tary actions in Syria on the 
Islamic State group and not 
go after the moderate op¬ 
position at the same time. 
“It has to be coordinated" 
among the U.S., the EU and 
Russia, EU foreign policy 
chief Federica Mogherini 
said of fhe attacks in Syria. 
“Otherwise it risks being 
extremely dangerous, not 
only from a political point 
of view, but mainly from a 
military point of view.” Rus¬ 
sian airstrikes have backed 
moves by Syrian troops 
against insurgents in the 
center of the country, but 
President Vladimir Putin has 
said Russian efforts would 
help reach a political set¬ 
tlement. Countering this, 
the EU ministers said in a 
statement that “this military 
escalation risks prolonging 
the conflict, undermining 
a political process, aggra¬ 
vating the humanitarian 
situation and increasing 
radicalization." France's 
Europe Minister Harlem De- 
sir said that Assad couldn’t 
be part of a solution to the 
conflict and the conclu¬ 
sions of the EU ministerial 
meeting said that “there 
cannot be a lasting peace 
in Syria under the present 
leadership." The statement 
left it in the middle what, if 
any role, Assad could have 
as the nation is seeking a 
political transition to end 
the war. □

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Netanyahu accuses Arabs of incitement in wave of stabbings

JERUSALEM (AP) — Pales¬ 
tinians carried out three 
stabbings Monday in Jeru¬ 
salem, leaving a teenage 
Israeli boy in critical con¬ 
dition, and Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu an¬ 
grily accused the country's 
Arab leaders of helping 
incite weeks of violence. 
Two of the attackers, both 
teenage boys, were killed. 
In a fiery speech at parlia¬ 
ment, Netanyahu accused 
Arab parties of “undermin¬ 
ing” the country. 
Netanyahu spoke on an¬ 
other bloody day, the lat¬ 
est in a monthlong wave of 
Israeli-Palestinian violence. 
In a new setback for ef¬ 
forts to restore calm, the 
Quartet of Mideast media¬ 
tors — the U.S., the U.N., the 
European Union and Russia 

_postponed a trip to the 

region. Edgar Vasquez, a 
spokesman for the State 
Department’s Bureau of 
Near East Affairs, said it was 
at the request of the Israeli 
government due to the cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Israeli police reported 
three separate stabbings 
across the city, including 
an assault by two attackers 
in the east Jerusalem area 
of Pisgat Zeev. Police said 
the pair seriously wounded 
a 20-year-old man before 
attacking a teenage boy 
on a bicycle. 

The boy was critically 
wounded before police 
shot and killed one of the 
attackers, while the sec¬ 
ond was run over by a car. 
Abdel Nasser Manasra, a 
relative of Ahmed, 13, and 
Hassan, 15, said both were 
cousins. He did not know 
which had been killed. 
Other attacks occurred in 
Jerusalem’s Old City, where 
a 17-year-old assailant was 
killed, and outside the na¬ 
tional police headquarters. 
The attacker, identified as 


a 16-year-old girl, was shot 
and wounded, while a po¬ 
lice officer was lightly hurt. 
The unrest began last 
month with clashes at Jeru¬ 
salem's most sensitive holy 
site and quickly spread 
across Israel and into the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 
Five Israelis have been 
killed in stabbings, a shoot¬ 
ing and a stoning attack 
on a moving vehicle, while 
at least 25 Palestinians, in¬ 
cluding 10 attackers, have 
been slain. Several Pales¬ 
tinian children, including 
a 2-year-old girl killed with 
her mother in a Gaza air- 
strike, have been among 
the dead. Hundreds of 
Palestinians have been 
wounded in clashes with 
Israeli troops in the West 
Bank. The stabbings have 
rattled Israel. The attackers, 
many of them teenagers, 
have had no affiliation with 
militant groups, and the 
seemingly random nature 
of the stabbings has made 
it difficult to predict or pre¬ 
vent them. 

Netanyahu has come un¬ 
der heavy criticism for fail¬ 
ing to stop the violence, 
and an opinion poll this 
week showed that more 
than 70 percent of the 
public is dissatisfied with his 
handling of the crisis. 

The violence erupted over 
the Jewish New Year last 
month, fueled by rumors 
that Israel was plotting 
to take over a site holy to 
both Muslims and Jews. 
The rumors ignited clash¬ 
es between Israeli police 
and Palestinian activists 
who hurled stones and fire¬ 
bombs at them from inside 
the mosque, and the vio¬ 
lence has spread. 

Israel has dismissed the ru¬ 
mors as slanderous and re¬ 
peatedly said there are no 
plans to alter a longstand¬ 
ing status quo at the spot, 
revered by Jews as the site 
of the biblical Temples and

Aqsa Mosque compound. 
Israel captured the West 
Bank and east Jerusalem, 
including the Old City, 
from Jordan in the 1967 
Mideast war. Since then, 
under an agreement with 
Jordan, non-Muslims have 
been allowed to visit the 
hilltop compound, but not 
pray there.

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Turkey faces period of instability in wake of attacks

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 

The suicide bombings that 
ripped through a rally pro¬ 
moting peace in Turkey’s 
capital have magnified 
the political uncertainty 
ahead of a key election 
Nov. 1 and raised fears that 
the country may be head¬ 
ing toward an extended 
period of instability. The 
blasts — Turkey's bloodiest 
in years — have further po¬ 
larized the country as Presi¬ 
dent Recep Tayyip Erdo- 
gan tries again for a ruling 
majority in parliament. And 
with political winds blowing 


against the ruling party, the 
election could create new 
power struggles just as the 
country grapples with more 
than 2 million refugees and 
tries to avoid being drawn 
into the chaos in neighbor¬ 
ing Syria and Iraq. 

This is a dramatic and dan¬ 
gerous time for the mostly 
Muslim nation and NATO 
ally, so often cited as an 
example of stability in a tu¬ 
multuous region. 

“We are now facing un¬ 
charted waters in terms of 
deadly violence in Turkey," 
wrote Omer Taspinar of the 
Brookings Institution in To¬ 
day’s Zaman, an opposi¬ 
tion newspaper. “We are 


also in uncharted waters in 
terms of political polariza¬ 
tion in the country." 

Turkey has suffered a spiral 
of violence since July, when 
a similar suicide bombing 
killed 33 Turkish and Kurd¬ 
ish activists in a town near 
the Syrian border, ending 
a cease-fire. Kurdish rebels 
blamed Turkey’s govern¬ 
ment, and hundreds have 
been killed since then in 
the renewed conflict with 
security forces. 

No one has claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for Saturday's 
explosions at the Ankara 
peace rally, which killed 
at least 97 people and 
wounded hundreds.

Indonesia tries seven suspected

— Indonesia began trials 
Monday of seven men on 
charges of conspiring wifh 
terrorists and recruiting for 
militant groups in the Mid¬ 
east, including the Islamic 
State, which has an esti¬ 
mated hundreds of Indo¬ 
nesians as members. 

The government has out¬ 
lawed the Islamic State 
group and spoken forceful¬ 
ly against it, as have main¬ 
stream religious groups in 
the world’s largest Muslim 
nation. One fear is that mili¬ 
tants who travel abroad will 
return home and conduct 
terrorist acts in Indonesia. 
The West Jakarta District 
Court began separate tri¬ 
als for Ahmad Junaedi, 


Ridwan Sungkar, Helmi Mu¬ 
hammad Alamudi and Ab¬ 
dul Hakim, as well as two 
others who helped them 
go to Syria to join Islamic 
State jihadists. 

The seventh, Tuah Febri- 
wansyah — also known 
as Fachry — is accused of 
actively spreading IS pro¬ 
paganda through his own 
radical website and post¬ 
ing violent videos of ter¬ 
rorism activities on the In¬ 
ternet, including a video 
showing militants in Syria 
giving military-style training 
to Indonesian children. 

The seven men being tried, 
aged 32 to 51, were ar¬ 
rested in police raids in late 
March and early April in the 
capital, Jakarta, and East 
Java’s Malang town.Q 
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Debt spat thorny issue for Argentine presidential candidates

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — Like a dark cloud, 
the bitter fight between 
Argentina and a group 
of holdout creditors in the 
U.S. has hung over South 
America’s second largest 
economy for years, pre¬ 
venting the country from 
accessing international 
credit markets. 

The dispute pits creditors 
led by U.S. billionaire Paul 
Singer against Argentine 
President Cristina Fernan¬ 
dez, who has refused to 
pay the $1.5 billion owed 
to hedge funds she refers 
to as “vultures.” A U.S. dis¬ 
trict judge’s rulings in favor 
of the hedge funds have 
put Argentina in default, 
scaring off would-be inves¬ 
tors and forcing the coun¬ 
try to search for money in 
unorthodox places. 

For Fernandez, who along 
with her late husband and 
predecessor Nestor Kirch- 
ner helped lead the coun¬ 
try after a devastating fi¬ 
nancial crash in 2001, the 
issue has been a deeply 
personal fight and she has 
taken a tough approach, 
including a refusal to even 
engage in talks over the 
last year. 

But many people think 
her successor being cho¬ 
sen in the Oct. 25 presi¬ 
dential election will feel 
compelled to resolve the 
standoff. 

"There are big incentives 
for the next president to 
resolve this because the 
government needs for¬ 
eign funding,” said Gabriel 
Torres, a senior credit of¬ 
ficer for Moody’s Investor 
Services in New York. “For 
years, it’s been clear that 
deep down the current 
administration didn’t care 
about this.” 

A cash crunch would be 
the biggest prod for clear¬ 
ing up the conflict, ana¬ 


lysts say. Argentina has 
about $27 billion in foreign 
reserves, relatively low for 
such a large economy in 
which the government of¬ 
fers generous subsidies. 

The governing party’s pres¬ 
idential candidate, Daniel 
Scioli, governor of Buenos 
Aires province who leads 
in the polls, has taken up 
Fernandez’s hard line, yet 
he is also promising to find 
a solution. Economists on 
his team have made clear 
that Argentina will have 
problems raising money 
until the dispute is settled. 
His main opponent, out¬ 
going Buenos Aires Mayor 
Mauricio Macri, has vowed 
to negotiate a resolution. 
While the candidates re¬ 
main vague, there are sev¬ 
eral ways the spat could 
be resolved. As part of a 
deal, Argentina could get 
loans on preferential terms 
to pay creditors off in lump 
sums. The country could 
also simply reissue the debt 
with new bonds at higher 
rates. 

Still, many Argentines 
believe the country has 
been unfairly picked on, 
which means candidates 
have to talk tough when 
it comes to the holdouts, 
notes Roberto Bacman, di¬ 
rector of the South Ameri¬ 
can research firm Center 
for Public Opinion Studies. 
The dispute goes back to 
Argentina’s $100 billion 
default on its debts in late 
2001. In 2005, and then 
again in 2010, most of the 
country’s creditors ac¬ 
cepted lower-yield bond 
swaps. But a group led 
by Elliot Management re¬ 
fused and sued Argentina 
in New York federal court. 
Elliot officials declined to 
comment on the conflict. 
A familiar pattern has sub¬ 
sequently emerged: U.S. 
District Judge Thomas P. 
Griesa rules against Ar¬ 
gentina, often raising the 


stakes, such as recently 
opening the door for Ar¬ 
gentine assets in the U.S. to 
be seized. Economy Min¬ 
ister Axel Kiciloff accuses 
Griesa of overstepping, 
and Argentina ignores the 


rulings. 

Largely cut off from inter¬ 
national loans, Argentina 
has turned to countries 
such as China for back¬ 
door ways to get desper¬ 
ately needed financing. 


In the last two years, Ar¬ 
gentina has signed sev¬ 
eral agreements with the 
Asian powerhouse, includ¬ 
ing multibillion-dollar infra¬ 
structure projects and a 
currency swap. 

Fernandez has touted 
the deals, but the terms 
have never been made 
public, and analysts have 
little doubt China exacts 
a price far more than the 
roughly 3 percent interest 
rate currently available in 
international loan markets. 
“It’s the equivalent of 
somebody going for a 
payday loan,” said Brett 
House, a former IMF econ¬ 
omist who is chief econo¬ 
mist at Alignvest Invest¬ 
ment Management, a 
Toronto-based investment 
firm. "Argentina is mort¬ 
gaging the future” with

Puerto Rico eases 
uniform rules for 
gay school youths 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— Puerto Rico’s educa¬ 
tion secretary says public 
school students can for the 
first time choose to wear 
pants or skirts as part of 
their uniform regardless of 
fheir gender without be¬ 
ing punished. Rafael Ro¬ 
man said Monday that the 
new regulation is meant to 
be inclusive of gay, lesbian 
and transgender students. 
He said teachers will no 
longer be allowed to dis¬ 
cipline students who pre¬ 
fer to wear pants instead 
of skirts or vice versa. Girls 
in public schools across 
the U.S. territory tradition¬ 
ally wear skirts as part of 
their uniforms and the boys 
wear pants. 

Guyana seeks US

Star Power Shines at 5th Annual AIFF: 

Tyrese Gibson has Ambitions Beyond ‘Fast and Furious’

PALM BEACH (FJI) - The big 

“get” at this year's Aruba 
International Film Festival, 
running through Sunday, 
was Tyrese Gibson, best¬ 
selling R&B artist, co-star of 
the mammoth Transform¬ 
ers and Fast and Furious 
franchises and, to judge 
by the crowd reaction on 
this steamy isle, a major sex 
symbol especially in this 
corner of the world. 

Gibson was here to pro¬ 
mote “Shame,” a 25-min- 
ute short film he wrote, 
which opened the festival 
on a bill with the feature 
The Driftless Area. The film 
is an offshoot from a song 
about infidelity on his re¬ 
cent number-one album 
Black Rose; Gibson told the 
audience in a post-screen¬ 
ing Q&A that it was the first 
song he recorded after a 
five-year relationship end¬ 
ed. “All these characters 
popped up in my head,” 
he recalled, telling the 
crowd that he ultimately 
wrote the script in 12 min¬ 
utes on his iPhone. 

Directed by music-video 
veteran Paul Hunter, the 
film is set in 1968 Detroit 
and centers on Gibson as 
R&B singer Lionel Jacobs, 
who’s struggling with al¬ 
cohol and drug addiction, 
and is also cheating on 
his wife and background 
singer (Oscar winner Jen¬ 
nifer Hudson) with another 
of his background singers. 
The short (impressively shot 
in only two days) has high 
production values and is 
clearly intended as a call¬ 
ing card for Gibson as 
both a dramatic actor and 
compelling singer. 

Gibson himself proclaimed 
that he never gets high 
and doesn’t drink (“no red 
wine, no white wine”), but 


he doesn't judge those 
battling addictions. “Pretty 
much all of us have things 
we struggle with,” he ad¬ 
vised, noting that one of 


the challenges of his life 
was his mother's alcohol¬ 
ism. He freely admitted 
that he cut his mother out 
of his life for a year and a 
half until she hit rock-bot¬ 
tom and he helped her get 
through rehab; she’s now 
been sober for almost ten 
years, he reported. 

Later that evening, this 
reporter shared a round¬ 
table with Gibson, joined 
by Simon Braund of Em¬ 
pire magazine and Andres 


Martinez of Yahoo Ameri¬ 
cas, and the actor-singer 
remained just as open and 
frank. 

“I'm one of them actors 


that started off in the dra¬ 
matic space,” he remind¬ 
ed us, naming his early films 
Baby Boy, Annapolis, Four 
Brothers and Waist Deep. 
“When you become really 
successful in box office, 
you get typecast and put 
into a box. When you think 
of Tyrese or other actors 
that do the big box-office 
movies, they automatically 
think of you for that. And 
when you do dramatic 
roles, they can’t accept 


you in a big box-office 
movie either. We all deal 
with the same struggle. But 
I’m not one of those peo¬ 
ple who gets bitter or mad 


or tries to use the black 
card: ‘They’re not calling 
me because I’m black!’ 
That ... is so ... get over it. 
I’m just one of those peo¬ 
ple who says: If you have a 
problem with anything, fix 
it. Do the work." 

Gibson has a host of film¬ 
makers he admires and 
would love to work with. 
“If you want Paul Hag¬ 
gis, Quentin Tarantino, 
Clint Eastwood, Steve Mc¬ 
Queen, Lee Daniels, James 


Mangold, Martin Scorsese 
and all of these guys to 
have you in mind for mov¬ 
ies that they’re [writing 
or directing]...these guys 
have a list of people they 
call all the time, the same 
... people... I gotta be on 
this list. So instead of me 
complaining, I said I’m 
gonna create something 
to get on their radar." 
Gibson calls himself “very 
passionate about writing” 
and says he's written seven 
screenplays. But his pas¬ 
sion project right now is the 
story of the late R&B singer 
Teddy Pendergrass, whose 
life rights he purchased 
from his widow. A major 
soul-music sex symbol in his 
'70s heyday, Pendergrass 
saw his life change over¬ 
night when a car accident 
left him a paraplegic. 

“I spent a lot of time with 
Teddy before he died, five 
years,” Gibson says. “I was 
one of the best men at 
his wedding, I was also a 
pallbearer at his funeral. I 
didn’t want ‘Shame’ to be 
a full feature—I wanted to 
keep it as a short because 
they're both around the 
same time period, I have 
a very raspy voice when 
I sing and Teddy Pender¬ 
grass did as well, and I just 
didn’t want one movie to 
cannibalize the other.” 
Gibson explains his fasci¬ 
nation with the R&B icon. 
“There’s something very 
powerful about a man 
who had more number- 
one hits than anybody, 
sex symbol, confident. He 
had this manly-man gravi- 
tas about him. And all of a 
sudden this independent 
single child, he goes from 
all of this power to being 
completely dependent. 
His brain is still the same, 
but his body is dead...

In his mind he’s still ego 
Teddy Pendergrass, sex 
symbol, hot stage perform¬ 
er, and all of a sudden he 
can't move.

HOUSTON (AP) - Almost 
out of time and out of the 
playoffs, the Kansas City 
Royals realized they need¬ 
ed more than a big home 
run. 

They needed a lot of hits - a 
maybe a little help, too. 

The defending AL cham¬ 
pions saved their sea¬ 
son Monday. They took 
advantage when Astros 
shortstop Carlos Correa 
couldn’t handle a deflect¬ 
ed grounder that might 
have been a double-play 
ball, rallying for five runs in 
the eighth inning to beat 
Houston 9-6, forcing their 
playoff series to a decisive 
Game 5. 

“We always feel that we’re 
still in games, and we still 
have a chance,” first base- 
man Eric Hosmer said. 
“That’s the mentality for this 
whole entire team. It's nev¬ 
er quit, and the character 
we showed today. That's 
what a championship ball- 
club does.” 

Correa homered twice, 
doubled, singled and 
drove in four runs in Game 
4 of the AL Division Se¬ 
ries. Houston took a 6-2 
lead into the eighth, but a 
tough error charged to the 
21-year-old rookie keyed 
the Royals’ comeback to 
even the matchup at two 
games apiece. 

“I missed it. That's what 
happened,” Correa said. 
“I wish I was perfect. I wish 
I could do everything per¬ 
fect, but I'm not. I'm hu¬ 
man." 

Game 5 will be back in 
Kansas City on Wednes¬ 
day night. Johnny Cueto 
is set to start for the Royals 
against Collin McHugh. 
“Everyone that watched 
that game, everybody that 
was a part of that game 
knows how difficult it is to 


feel like that game was 
closing in our favor and 
then have it not go our 
way,” Astros manager A.J. 
Hinch said. 

“But it’s big boy sport. We’ll 
adjust, and we will be 
ready to play," he said. 
Late in the game, a tweet 
from the account of Texas 
Gov. Greg Abbott congrat¬ 
ulated the Astros on ad¬ 
vancing to the AL Champi¬ 
onship Series. Abbott later 
tweeted for his personal 
account: “No predictions. 
Just support.” 

Kansas City opened the 
eighth with five straight sin¬ 
gles off relievers Will Harris 
and Tony Sipp, with RBI hits 
by Lorenzo Cain and Hos¬ 
mer making it 6-4 and leav¬ 
ing the bases loaded with 
no outs. 

“Obviously, we're pretty 
late in the game right there 
and down by four, so not 
one guy can get us back in 
this game. So we got to do 
whatever we can to keep 
the line moving," Hosmer 
said. 

Kendrys Morales followed 
with a hard, one-bouncer 
off Sipp’s glove. The ball 
took two more hops and 
got past the top of Cor¬ 
rea's mitt, rolling into cen¬ 
ter field as two runs scored 
to tie it at 6. 

“Just a weird spin on the 
ball and tough play,” Sipp 
said. “I'm sure it was tough¬ 
er than it looked. Game of 
inches, and I barely missed 
it.” 

Alex Gordon’s RBI ground- 
out off Luke Gregerson lat¬ 
er in the inning put Kansas 
City ahead. 

Hosmer launched a long, 
two-run homer in the ninth 
for insurance. 

It was the second time in 
franchise history that Kan¬ 
sas City had rallied from a 
four-run deficit after seven 
innings to win a postseason 


game. Last year, the Royals 
trailed Oakland 7-3 in the 
eighth of their AL wild-card 
game before eventually 
winning in the 12th.

Colby Rasmus homered 
for Houston, his fourth in 
five playoff games this Oc¬ 
tober.

Correa went 4 for 4 and 


was hit by a pitch. 

Plunked by Yordano Ven¬ 
tura his first time up, Correa 
answered with a solo hom¬ 
er to tie it in the third. He put 
Houston on top with an RBI 
double in the fifth and be¬ 
came the youngest player 
with a multihomer game 
in AL playoff history with a 
two-run shot off Ryan Mad¬ 
son in the seventh for a 6-2 
lead. 

At 21 years and 20 days 
old, Correa became the 
youngest player in fran¬ 
chise history to homer in 
the playoffs, the young¬ 
est shortstop to do it in 
the postseason in Major 
League history and sixth- 
youngest player overall. 
Salvador Perez hit a two- 
run homer in the second 
to give the Royals an early 
lead. But Houston starter 
Lance McCullers retired 15 
of the next 18 batters, leav¬ 
ing after hitting Perez with 
a pitch with one out in the 
seventh. 


Rasmus, who homered in

The Toronto Blue Jays went 
deep early and used a pair 
of Cy Young winners to 
force a deciding Game 5 
in the AL Division Series. 

Josh Donaldson and Chris 
Colabello hit home runs 
before 40-year-old knuck- 
leballer R.A. Dickey threw 
his first postseason pitch, 
and the Blue Jays won 8-4 
in Game 4 on Monday to 
send the series back to To¬ 
ronto. 

Game 5 is Wednesday. 
Cole Hamels starts for the 
Rangers against Marcus 
Stroman in a rematch from 
Game 2, which Texas won 
in 14 innings. 

After losing the first two 
games in the series at 
home, the Blue Jays won 
both games in Texas in a 
span of 24 hours. 

Dickey, the 2012 NL Cy 
Young winner, allowed one 
run over 4 2-3 innings and 
was pulled with a 7-1 lead 
and a runner on base. Then 
2012 AL Cy Young winner 
David Price took over and 
pitched three innings, get¬ 
ting the win after losing in 
the opener. 

Kevin Pillar also connected 
as three of the first eight To¬ 
ronto hitters homered off 
Derek Holland, in his first 
postseason start since 8 1-3 
scoreless innings against St. 
Louis in Game 4 of the 2011 
World Series. 

Only two teams in MLB his¬ 
tory have lost a best-of-five 
series after winning the first 


two games on the road - 
Oakland against the New 
York Yankees in 2001, and 
Cincinnati to San Francisco 
in 2012. 

On the way to their first 
World Series in 2010, the 
Rangers won the first two 
games of the ALDS at Tam¬ 
pa Bay, then lost Games 
3 and 4 at home before 
winning the deciding fifth 
game against the Rays on 
the road. 

The Blue Jays, in the play¬ 
offs for the first time since 
their 1993 World Series 
championship, have won 
nine of their last 10 post¬ 
season road games. Texas 
dropped to 1-9 in division 


series games at home. 
Adrian Beltre, who hadn't 
played since exiting early 
from the series opener be¬ 
cause of lower back stiff¬ 
ness, was a late addition 
to the Rangers’ starting 
lineup. 

Beltre had two singles and 
a deep flyout, but the 
36-year-old third baseman 
clearly was still having issues 
with his back he hurt sliding 
into second base Thursday. 
He moved gingerly going 
to first base after both hits, 
and did the same when 
advancing to second base 
on the wild pitch that al¬ 
lowed Shin-Soo Choo to 
score in the third inning. 
Holland was gone after 


Donaldson walked and 
Jose Bautista doubled high 
off the 14-foot wall in left 
field to start the third. The 
Texas lefty has allowed six 
homers in eight-plus innings 
against the Blue Jays this 
season - they hit three hom¬ 
ers in six innings against him 
in a 6-5 win on Aug. 25. 

Ben Revere started the 
game with a bunt single 
and Donaldson followed 
with his second homer of 
the series. Colabello's two- 
out homer made it 3-0 be¬ 
fore Texas even batted. 
Pillar put the Blue Jays up 
4-0 when his 412-foot shot 
deep into their bullpen in 
left field in the second. He 
also had RBI singles in the 


third and seventh innings. 
Dickey, who turns 41 on 
Oct. 29, made his postsea¬ 
son debut in the stadium 
where he got his first ma¬ 
jor league victory for the 
Rangers in 2003. He was the 
18th overall pick by Texas in 
1996, pitched in his first big 
league game in 2001 and 
in 2005 started learning 
how to throw the knuckle- 
ball while still with the Rang¬ 
ers. 

Even Dickey, in his 13th ma¬ 
jor league season and his 
fifth team, even talked the 
day before his start about 
how things have come full 
circle for him, calling it “po¬ 
etic ... a neat narrative." 

But Dickey, whose Cy 
Young came after winning 
20 games for the New York 
Mets, came up one out 
short of qualifying for the 
win when he was replaced 
by Price with two outs in the 
fifth and a 7-1 lead. Dickey 
gave up five hits with three 
strikeouts and no walks. 

The Rangers got three runs 
off Price, who was gone af¬ 
ter a two-out RBI single by 
Elvis Andrus in the eighth 
that made it 8-4. 

Price won his Cy Young with 
Tampa Bay, was traded to 
Detroit midway through the 
2014 season and acquired 
by the Blue Jays on July 30. 
He allowed five runs and 
five hits over seven innings 
in Game 1 on Thursday, 
when he dropped to 0-6 
in six playoff starts.

California governor bans Redskins name at public schools

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Four 
California high schools 
will be forced to change 
mascots after Gov. Jerry 
Brown signed legislation 
making the state the first to 
bar public schools from us¬ 
ing the Redskins name for 
sports teams. 

It was one of three sports- 
related bills approved by 
Brown in the last week. He 
also signed a measure that 
bans players and coach¬ 
es from using smokeless 
tobacco at professional 
baseball parks and an¬ 
other that recognizes com¬ 
petitive cheerleading as a 
high school sport. 

The mascot legislation 
signed Sunday will prevent 
public schools from using 
a term that American In¬

dians regard as offensive. 
The law, which goes into 
effect in 2017, is unique to 
California. 


Only four public schools still 
use the name, including 
Tulare Union High south of 
Fresno. Sarah Koligian, su¬ 
perintendent of Tulare Joint 
Union High School District, 
said officials were “disap¬ 
pointed” by Brown’s deci¬ 
sion but will change their 
team name. 

“We will adhere to the law 
as it is written," Koligian said 
in a statement Monday. 
“Together with our Board of 
Trustees, school community 
and our Tulare community 
we will seek their input to 
determine our new mas¬ 
cot.” 

The Chowchilla Union High 
School District in the Cen¬ 
tral Valley will seek public 
comment on a new mas¬ 
cot. Its lone high school, 
with about 1,000 students, 
has used a Redskins mas¬ 
cot and logo since 1928 


without complaints. Super¬ 
intendent Ronald V. Seals 
said. 

“You don’t pick a mascot 
that you don't respect, dig¬ 
nify, love, honor, all those 
things,” he said. “It’s just 
taking away something 
that’s so near and dear to 
their hearts ... and by peo¬ 
ple who don't even live 
here.” 

American Indian groups 
have protested the name’s 
continued use amid their 
court fight with the Na- 
tionalFootball League’s 
Washington Redskins. A 
federal panel ruled last 
year that the team’s trade¬ 
mark should be canceled, 
but the team is challeng¬ 
ing that decision in court.

Ford will invest 
$1.8 billion for 
China research 

BEIJING (AP) — Ford Motor 
Co. is investing $1.8 billion 
to develop technologies 
aimed at attracting Chi¬ 
nese car buyers, underlin¬ 
ing China's importance to 
automakers despite slow¬ 
ing sales growth. 

The American automaker 
said Monday it will expand 
its research and develop¬ 
ment center in the eastern 
city of Nanjing and work 
on autonomous driving, 
smartphone connectivity, 
more efficient powertrains 
and other technologies. 
Global automakers see 
China as a key source 
of sales growth and are 
spending heavily to ap¬ 
peal to Chinese tastes. 
Some have broken with a 
strategy of selling the same 
models worldwide and are 
creating China-only ve¬ 
hicles. 

Automakers are stepping 
up investment despite an 
unexpectedly sharp down¬ 
turn in sales this year. In 
July, General Motors Co. 
announced a $5 billion ini¬ 
tiative with its main Chinese 
partner to develop ve¬ 
hicles to be sold in China, 
Brazil, India and Mexico. 
Auto sales in China de¬ 
clined in August for a third 
straight month, contract¬ 
ing by 3.4 percent from a 
year earlier to 1.4 million ve¬ 
hicles. Ford's August sales 
declined by 3 percent to 
79,608, while year-to-date 
sales were off 1 percent at 
just over 700,000. 

Demand has been hurt 
by congestion in Beijing, 
Shanghai and other major 
cities that has made car 
ownership less attractive 
and by official efforts to 
curb traffic and smog by 
limiting the number of new 
vehicle registrations. 

Ford said features it hopes 
to offer in China include 
introduction next year of 
SYNC 3, a system that al¬ 
lows hands-free control of 
phones, entertainment, cli¬ 
mate control and naviga¬ 
tion. Ford said it will add a 
vehicle test center in Nan¬ 
jing, expanding its ability to 
develop products in China. 
The company has 10 
manufacturing facilities in 
China.O 


NEW YORK (AP) — A sur¬ 
vey of business economists

Investors will be focusing 
on corporate earnings this 
week as they try to assess 
the impact that slowing 
global growth is having on 
company profits. Analysts 
are projecting that earn¬ 
ings contracted more than 
5 percent in the third quar¬ 
ter as overseas demand 
weakened. JPMorgan 


according to the survey 
by the National Associa¬ 
tion for Business Economics. 
That’s up from the previous 
forecast of 2.4 percent in 
June. 

The uptick is the result of a 
stronger-than-expected 
growth in the first half of the 
year, however. For the re¬ 
mainder of the year, econo¬ 
mists lowered their forecast. 
For 2016, the economists 
also lowered their forecast 


Chase, Intel and Johnson & 
Johnson are among com¬ 
panies that will publish their 
earnings in coming days. 
While the stock market 
was open Monday, bond 
trading was closed in ob¬ 
servance of the Columbus 
Day holiday. 

“The market is trading in a 
holiday mode,” said Pe¬ 
ter Cardillo, chief market 


economist at Rockwell 
Global Capital. “We could 
see some hefty gyrations 
as earnings season moves 
into full gear."

Panelists continue to ex¬

Budweiser parent AB InBev 
raises its offer for SABMiller

LONDON (AP) — Budweiser brewer Anheuser-Busch 
InBev raised its takeover bid for SABMiller to 70.4 billion 
pounds ($108.2 billion) Monday in its latest effort to 
win backing for its plan to create “the first truly global 
beer company.” 

AB InBev has been trying for nearly a month to get its 
hands on SABMiller but its previous offers have met 
with resistance. It will be hoping that its latest offer, 
which values SABMiller at 43.50 pounds a share — 3.2 
percent more than its previous bid and 14 percent 
higher than its initial offer — will finally win fhe day. 
SABMiller declined fo comment on the fresh offer. 
Shares of London-based SABMiller rose 1 percent to 
37 pounds a share on reports of the improved bid. 
Were an agreement to eventually emerge, the 
combined company would have 31 percent of the 
global beer market, dwarfing the next biggest play¬ 
er, Heineken, which has 9 percent of the market. A 
combined company would have total annual sales 
of $73.3 billion. Market leader AB InBev already has six 
of the world's largest beer brands. In addition to Bud¬ 
weiser, brands it owns include Stella Artois and Beck's. 
SABMiller, which is based in London, is the maker of 
rival brand Miller Genuine Draff, along with other 
names like Peroni and Milwaukee's Best. 

Crucially for AB InBev, a deal would allow it to ven¬ 
ture out more into the African and Australian markets 
where its might has yet to be felt in the way it is in Eu¬ 
rope, North Africa and Asia. 

Tensions between the two companies have risen 
since the first offer was announced Sept. 16, with AB 
InBev accusing SABMiller’s board of failing to engage 
meaningfully in negotiafions. SABMiller has argued 
fhaf fhe previous offers undervalue the company. 
Any merger, however, is expected to draw scrutiny 
from regulators worried about how it might hurt com¬ 
petition and lead to higher prices for shoppers. 

The beer industry has been consolidating for the past 
decade as it seeks to gain more clout with suppliers, 
distributors and retailers in a market that’s seen over¬ 
all slowing sales in the U.S. 

In the U.S., overall beer sales rose just 0.5 percent last 
year, while mainstream brands like Budweiser were 
hurt by smaller beer brands with more cachet. Sales 
of craft beers climbed 17.6 percent in 2014 and ac¬ 
counted for 11 percent of the $101.5 billion market, 
according to the Brewers Association, a U.S. trade 
group of more than 1,900 brewers. 

SABMiller met with investors Friday to underscore its 
strength as an independent company to head off 
the takeover attempt. 

It said the meetings focused on the company’s ac¬ 
celerating growth and a stepped-up cost-cutting 
program that will target $1.05 billion of savings by 
March 2020, more than double the previous goal of 
$500 million by 2018. 

“We are continuing to remove duplication across 
markets, bringing specialist expertise in areas like pro¬ 
curement under one roof, and standardizing com¬ 
mon processes,” CEO Alan Clark said in a statement. 
“It results in our markets being freed up to concen¬ 
trate on what they do best — growing revenue with 
local consumers and customers.” 

AB InBev has until 5 p.m. (1600 GMT) Wednesday to 
make a formal offer under U.K. takeover rules. It is pos¬ 
sible to continue discussions after that point, but SAB¬ 
Miller would have to request the extension.^

DENVER (AP) — A tangy 
fermented tea called kom¬ 
bucha has moved from 
America’s natural foods 
aisle to the mainstream. 
But it’s also moved into the 
hot seat amid renewed 
concerns that it can con¬ 
tain low levels of alcohol. 
Five years after alcohol 
levels detected in kombu¬ 
cha prompted nationwide 
recalls, federal authorities 
again are warning produc¬ 
ers to relabel their products 
to indicate alcohol con¬ 
tent or face fines. But this 
time around dozens of pro¬ 
ducers are resisting, and 
have asked for new feder¬ 
al tests to help them avoid 
running afoul of alcohol 
laws. Kombucha is a tea 
that has been fermented 
with bacteria and yeast, 
giving it a tart, vinegar-like 
zip and high levels of bac¬ 
teria that some consider to 
impart health benefits. And 
its hugely popular. Sales of 
kombucha jumped nearly 
five times between 2013 
and 2015, to about $600 
million a year, according 
to retail analysts at Markets 
and Markets. 

The tea's fermentation pro¬ 
cess dates back centuries, 
but its popularity in recent 
years has landed kombu¬ 
cha in the sights of the U.S. 
Alcohol and Tobacco Tax 
and Trade Bureau. That’s 
because the fermentation 
process can give the drink

too much alcohol for it to 
be legally sold as a non¬ 
alcoholic beverage. 
Kombucha makers com¬ 
plain that the alcohol 
threshold that triggers the 
law — 0.5 percent — is too 
low to intoxicate people, 
pointing out that many 


fruits naturally ferment on 
shelves to about the same 
level. But federal authori¬ 
ties over the years have 
sent kombucha makers let¬ 
ters threatening fines when 
tests indicate that kombu¬ 
cha on store shelves is too 
alcoholic.Q

Gun violence researchers becoming an endangered species?

NEW YORK (AP) — Amid the 
bloodbaths of 21st-century 
America, you might think 
that there would be a lot of 
research into the causes of 
gun violence, and which 
policies work best against 
it. 

You would be wrong. 

Gun interests, wary of any 
possible limits on weap¬ 
onry, have successfully 
lobbied for limitations on 
government research 
and funding, and private 
sources have not filled the 
breach. So funding for ba¬ 
sic gun violence research 
and data collection re¬ 
mains minuscule — the an¬ 
nual sum total for all gun 
violence research projects 
appears to be well un¬ 
der $5 million. A grant for 
a single study in areas like 
autism, cancer or HIV can 
be more than twice that 
much. 

There are public health stu¬ 
dents who want to better 
understand rising gun-re¬ 
lated suicide rates, recent 
explosions in firearm mur¬ 
ders in many U.S. cities, and 
mass murders like the one 
this month at an Oregon 
community college, where 
a lone gunman killed nine 
people. 

But many young research¬ 
ers are staying away from 
the field. Some believe 
there’s little hope Congress 
will do anything substantive 
to reduce gun violence, re¬ 
gardless of what scientists 
find. And the work is stress¬ 
ful — many who study gun 
violence report receiving 
angry emails and death 
threats from believers in un¬ 
restricted gun ownership. 
Currently, guns rank 
among the top five killers 
of people ages 1 to 64, ac¬ 
cording to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention. 

Deaths from gunfire have 


been holding steady at 
about 32,000 a year, with 
nearly half of them occur¬ 
ring in the South. But while 
the rates for gun murders 
and unintentional shooting 
deaths have been falling, 
firearm suicides — which 
account for 60 percent of 
gun deaths — have been 
rising. And nonfatal shoot¬ 
ing injuries have reached 
their highest level since 
1995. 

U.S. health researchers be¬ 


gan to take a hard look 
at gun violence about 
30 years ago, when fire¬ 
arm homicide rates were 
climbing to what were de¬ 
scribed as epidemic pro¬ 
portions. 

“The line is: ‘If it’s not a pub¬ 
lic health issue, why are so 
many people dying?'" said 
Philip Cook, a Duke Univer¬ 
sity economist who in the 
1970s began studying the 
impact of guns on society. 
The CDC, the federal gov¬ 
ernment's lead agency for 
the detection and preven¬ 
tion of health threats, took 
an early leading role in fos¬ 


tering more research into 
violence. But beginning in 
the 1980s, the National Ri¬ 
fle Association tried to dis¬ 
credit CDC-funded stud¬ 
ies, accusing the agency 
and the researchers the 
agency funded of incom¬ 
petence and falsifying 
data. 

NRA officials in Washington 
did not respond to repeat¬ 
ed AP requests for com¬ 
ment for this story. 

In 1996, lawmakers sym¬ 


pathetic to the NRA took 
the $2.6 million CDC had 
budgeted for firearm injury 
research and earmarked it 
for traumatic brain injury. 
Congressional Republicans 
also included language di¬ 
recting that no CDC injury 
research funding could go 
to research that might be 
used, in whole or in part, to 
advocate or promote gun 
control. 

Exactly what that lan¬ 
guage meant wasn’t 
clear. But CDC officials, 
aware of how vulnerable 
their injury research center 
was becoming, ultimately 


adopted a conservative 
interpretation. The agency 
ceased to be the main en¬ 
gine driving gun violence 
research. 

With the CDC largely out of 
the picture, gun violence 
researchers turned to other 
sources. But there wasn’t 
much. The field withered, 
with limited funding and 
not much new blood. In 
the last decade, funding 
for gun violence grew so 
tight that Dr. Garen Win¬ 


temute, a long-time gun 
violence researcher at the 
University of California at 
Davis, spent more than $1 
million of his own money 
to keep different gun vio¬ 
lence research projects 
going. 

Much of the research that 
has been done has had 
to be relatively simple — 
based on small surveys or 
on what limited data has 
been collected on guns 
and on gun-related injuries 
and deaths. 

As state and federal of¬ 
ficials debate gun laws or 
violence prevention pro¬ 


grams, it's often not clear 
how well they'll work. To 
answer such questions, re¬ 
searchers ideally would like 
to know the exact number, 
type, and distribution of 
guns, as well as who owns 
them and where people 
got them. They’d like to 
know how and where 
they’re stored, and to track 
use of gun safety courses. 
That's all key data for de¬ 
termining actual risk and 
what actions best reduce 
risk. 

Researchers have won¬ 
dered if there will be a turn¬ 
ing point that might cause 
more people to advocate 
for research. 

Then came the December 
2012 carnage in Newtown, 
Connecticut, where a an 
armed 20-year-old man 
entered an elementary 
school and used a semi¬ 
automatic rifle to slay 20 
first graders and six adult 
school staff members be¬ 
fore killing himself. It was 
the second-deadliest 
shooting at a school in U.S. 
history. 

The White House directed 
the CDC to research the 
causes and prevention of 
gun violence. The actions 
included a call for Con¬ 
gress to provide $10 million 
to the CDC for gun vio¬ 
lence research. The presti¬ 
gious Institute of Medicine 
convened a special com¬ 
mittee of experts to devel¬ 
op a research agenda. 

But Congress did not bud¬ 
get money to the CDC for 
gun violence research. It 
didn’t strip away the legis¬ 
lative language that had 
chilled CDC activity on 
guns, either. The research 
agenda was not formally 
adopted by anybody. 
Some young researchers 
are put off by the frustra¬ 
tion of working in a field 
where their findings would 
likely be politicized, and 
have little impact.O

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Remembering Hollywood’s biggest box office disasters

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 

"Pan” walked the plank 
this weekend and it didn’t 
go well. 

Warner Bros.’ $150 mil¬ 
lion live-action Peter Pan 
origin story captured a 
dismal $15.5 million from 
North American theaters, 
and its international pros¬ 
pects don’t look much 
more promising. The film 
earned only $20.5 million 
from 52 markets. 

Unlike Disney’s largely 
profitable foray into live- 
action fairy tale adapta¬ 
tions, "Pan, “starring Hugh 
Jackman, Rooney Mara 
and newcomer Levi Miller, 
might find Warner Bros, 
taking a write-down for 
their losses. Only time and 
the promise of an Oct. 22 
China opening will seal 
"Pan’s” ultimate fate, but 
it already has the dubious 
distinction of being one of 
2015’s biggest bombs, up 
there with Disney’s “To- 
morrowland” and Fox’s 
"Fantastic Four.” 

In honor of the rare, fas¬ 
cinating spectacle of the 
box office bomb, here are 
some of Hollywood’s most 
infamous financial catas¬ 
trophes. 


HEAVEN'S GATE (1980) 

It might not come close 
to matching some of the 
epic losses on the list, but 
director Michael Cimino’s 
Western starring Kris Krist- 
offerson and Christopher 


Walken is one of cinema’s 
most famous flops. The $44 
million film made only $3.5 
million domestically and 
effectively destroyed the 
estimable United Artists. 
TOWN & COUNTRY (2001) 
Somehow this no-frills War¬ 
ren Beatty, Diane Keaton 
and Goldie Hawn roman¬ 
tic comedy cost $90 million 
to produce, and earned 
$10.3 million worldwide. 
Suddenly Beatty's 1987 


“Ishtar” embarrassment 
didn’t look so bad. 

HOW DO YOU KNOW 
( 2010 ) 

Having not learned any 
lessons from “Town & 
Country’s” out of control 


budget, writer-director 
James L. Brooks made this 
romantic triangle com¬ 
edy, starring Reese With¬ 
erspoon, Jack Nicholson, 
Owen Wilson and Paul 
Rudd, for $120 million. It 
went on to gross only $48.7 
million worldwide. 
CUTTHROAT ISLAND (1995) 
Geena Davis starred 
alongside Matthew Mo- 
dine in this pirate adven¬ 
ture, directed by her then- 


husband Renny Harlin, as 
a woman seeking buried 
treasure and vengeance. 
The $98 million MGM film 
made only $10 million do¬ 
mestically and for years 
was considered the big¬ 
gest money-loser ever. 

THE ADVENTURES OF PLU¬ 
TO NASH (2002) 

Warner Bros, sat on this 
$100 million Eddie Murphy 
space comedy for two 
years before finally push¬ 
ing it out to theaters. The 
result? A worldwide sum of 
$7.1 million. 

THE 13TH WARRIOR (1999) 
This John McTiernan-di- 
rected 10th century Vi¬ 
king saga starring Antonio 
Banderas cost a whop¬ 
ping $160 million to make, 
bringing in only $61.7 mil¬ 
lion worldwide. 

MARS NEEDS MOMS (2011) 
This already forgotten, 
$150 million CG-animated 
disaster featured the voic¬ 
es of Seth Green and Joan 
Cusack, and netted only 
$39 million worldwide. 

47 RONIN (2013) 

With a budget that's been 
reported to be in the $175 
to $225 million-range, Ke¬ 
anu Reeves' samurai epic 
was a flop before audi¬ 
ences had the chance 
to decide for themselves. 


Universal let the stinker sit 
on the shelf for a year, re¬ 
porting a $175 million loss 
before the film even hit 
theaters. 

THE LONE RANGER (2013) 
After spinning box office 
gold with the "Pirates of 
the Caribbean" franchise, 
director Gore Verbin- 
ski, producer Jerry Bruck¬ 
heimer and star Johnny 
Depp tried their hand at a 
$215 million take on “The 
Lone Ranger.” The film, 
which co-starred Armie 
Hammer, grossed $89 
million domestically and 
$260.5 million worldwide, 
but Disney still prepped 
shareholders for a $160 to 
$190 million loss. 

JOHN CARTER (2012) 

The century-old story may 
have directly inspired 
some of modern sci-fi's 
biggest hits (hello, "Star 
Wars”), that didn't seem 
to matter much to anyone 
in the end. Disney poured 
a reported $250 to $275 
million into producing the 
film, resting it all on the 
broad shoulders of small 
screen star Taylor Kitsch. 
“John Carter” opened to 
only $30.2 million, and the 
studio took a $200 million 
write-down while it was still 
in theaters. □

Ranch will host more film shoots 
despite ‘Maze Runner’ flap

— The manager of a pri¬ 
vate New Mexico ranch 
says he will continue to 
let movie productions film 
at the site after a studio 
squelched rumors that 
actors stole American In¬ 
dian artifacts while filming 
"Maze Runner: The Scorch 
Trials” there. 

Diamond Tail Ranch man¬ 
ager Roch Hart told The 
Associated Press he’s hap¬ 
py a 20th Century Fox in¬ 
vestigation found the cast 
did not swipe any of the 
ancient items scattered 
throughout the property. 

If items were found miss¬ 
ing, the ranch might have 
banned future filming, he 
said. 

“We really don’t want to 


open it up to cattle ranch¬ 
ing so we’re happy to 
continue to let more film¬ 
ing,” Hart said. “But we are 
going to impose stricter 
guidelines. I have a few 
things up my sleeve.” 
Diamond Tail Ranch sits 
near two Native American 
pueblos, a historic Hispan¬ 
ic village and an aban¬ 
doned mining community. 
Jeep tours bring visitors to 
the isolated, mountain¬ 
ous region, where it’s not 
uncommon to find arrow¬ 
heads, petroglyphs, pieces 
of pottery and even bones 
dating back hundreds of 
years. 

“Maze Runner” star Dylan 
O’Brien suggested during 
a recent TV interview that 
cast members took arti¬ 
facts from the ranch de¬ 
spite warnings not to do so. 


“They gave us this big 
speech when we got 
there to shoot, and they 
said, ‘Don’t take anything. 
Respect the grounds,”’ 
O’Brien said last month 
during an appearance 
on "Live with Kelly and Mi¬ 
chael.” 

“They were very strict 
about littering and ‘Don’t 
take any artifacts like 
rocks, skulls ... anything like 
that.’ And everyone just 
takes stuff, you know, obvi¬ 
ously,” he said. 

O’Brien, 24, didn’t say what 
was taken but noted peo¬ 
ple who worked on the film 
later fell ill and blamed su¬ 
perstitions about removing 
the items. 

However, 20th Century Fox 
spokesman Chris Petrikin 
said last week a studio in¬ 
vestigation found O’Brien’s 


claims were untrue. 

Hart also said despite initial 
reports, actors stayed in 
designated areas, and all 
artifacts remained at the 
ranch. 

Maxine McBrinn, curator of 
archaeology for the Muse¬ 
um of Indian Arts & Culture 
in Santa Fe, said it’s illegal 
to take American Indian 


artifacts from public land 
but not private land. 

Still, McBrinn said it’s a mat¬ 
ter of respect that visitors 
not disrupt New Mexico’s 
unique landscape or an¬ 
cient items. 

“This is not a place for trea¬ 
sure hunters,” she said. “If 
you remove something, 
you do damage.”□

The team they’ve assem¬ 
bled is impressive, includ¬ 
ing “Kinky Boots” director 
Jerry Mitchell, “Memphis” 
choreographer Sergio Tru¬ 
jillo and book writer Alex¬ 
ander Dinelaris, who wrote 
the “Birdman" screenplay. 
(“I'm glad we got him be¬ 
fore he won the Oscar or 
else we wouldn’t have 
been able to afford him,” 
jokes Gloria Estefan.) 
Finding the actor to play 
Emilio was easy. Josh 
Segarra, on Broadway in 
“Lysistrata Jones,” won the 
role at the initial readings. 
(“He's so good-looking 
that Emilio didn’t want to 
look anywhere else," Glo¬ 
ria Estefan said.) 

Landing the right actress to 
play Gloria was harder and 
it came down to the wire. 
The winner was Ana Vil- 
lafane, who appeared in 
the film “Magic City Mem¬ 
oirs" and who initially audi¬ 
tioned via video. 
“Ultimately, what it came 
down to was not some¬ 
body who was going to be 
my clone at all. I wanted 
somebody who could in¬ 
terpret my life,” said Gloria 
Estefan, who is a seven- 
fime Grammy winner. 

“If was one of those mo¬ 
ments. She walked in and 
there was just something. 
Then she sang. She didn't 
particularly sound like me 
but it didn’t matter be¬ 
cause we were drawn in." 
It was only after Villafane 
got the job that Gloria 
learned the young woman 
was half-Cuban, raised in 
Miami and even attended 
her high school. Our Lady 
of Lourdes Academy. “She 
knew culturally where I 
come from,” Estefan said. 
The musical, which will 
have seven members of 
Miami Sound Machine in 
the orchestra, will also fea¬ 
ture an original song with 
lyrics by Gloria and music 
by their daughter, Emily. 
Emily Estefan, who will be 
21 in December, is a dead- 
ringer for her mom and at¬ 
tends the Berklee College 
of Music. □
